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Million-Dollar Fire Sweeps Norfolk Suburb 


900 FAMILIES 
MADE HOMELESS 
IN CONFLAGRATION 


Area Covered by Flames 
Is One Mile in Length’ 
and Averages Two to 


SURROUNDING CITIES 
SEND FIRE-FIGHTERS 


Scene of Blaze Is Berke- 
ley, Suburb of Virginia 
City—Two Firemen Re- 
ported Injured.

Norfolk, Va., April 13.—Berkeley, 
a suburb of Norfolk, was swept by 
fire this afternoon, which destroyed 
more than one hundred kouses cov- 
ering an area oue mile in length and 
averaging from two to four blocks in 
width. Five hundred families are 
estimated to have been made home- 
less, and the damage will run to near- 
ly a million dollars. 

The firemen were unable to make 
headway due to lack of water pres- 
sue, Norfolk, Portsmouth, naval base 
and South Norfvik fire departments 
were fighting the blaze. Two firemen 
have been injured. it is reported. 

Call for Assistance. 


The Norfolk department late today 
called on the Portsmouth and the 
navy yard fire forces for assistance. 

Ihe fire started from a blaze in 4#n 
abandoned lumber yard and a south- 
‘ west wind carried sparks which ignit- 
ed five separat2 fires. 

A sixth alarm at 5:20 took all re- 
maining apparatus from Norfolk, save 
one engine. Assistance was sent from 
the nava! operating base at Hampton 
Roads at 5:30. 

Started in Lumber Mills. 


The blaze originated in the Tunis 
lumber mills, on the southern branch 
of the Elizabeth river, late this aft- 
ernoon. Mrs. George Lacey, whose 
husband is a watchman at the Tunis 
docks, discovered the fire from a house 
boat in which she and her husband 
are living. Lacey, being ill, she took 
him to shore in a rowboat and then 
turned in an alarm. 

Within 50 yards of the dock where 
the fire started are the St. Helena Oil 
company docks. Three steamers in 
the river were burned, catching from 
sparks, 

Nine Blazes at Once. 

The fire quickly spread to the 
north, the sparks being carried 100 
yards or more. Most of the houses in 
the path were of wooden construction. 
They were dry as tinder and a few 
sparks only were required to set them 
afire. At one time there were nine 
different fires blazing simultaneously. 

Although the fire departments, both 
"civilian and navy, from all the cities 
and towns in the vicinity of Berkley, 
were called into service. they were 
helpless against the spreading flames, 
which soon reached Liberty street, one

Plans for Widening and

Street Committee Votes 
to Repair All the Holes 
in Downtown’ Pavement 
in Atlanta. 


Steps preliminary to plans for the 
widening and extension of Madison 
avenue, and the repaving of Piedmont 
avenue its full length, were adopted 
by the street committee of council 
Friday afternoon. Preparation of en- 
gineering sketches and estimates of 
costs were authorized. 

A delegation of Madison avenue 
property owners, headed by J. K. 
Smith and D. W. Greenfield, present- 
ed before the committee a map show- 
ing the Madison avenue project as 
they suggest it be carried out. 

The plan calls for a street widened 
to SO feet from Mitchell street through 
to Whitehall street. It would inter- 
sect Whitehall nearly oppesite Cooper 
street and is a modification of route 
No. 1, as shown on a tentative plan 


engineer of the city planning commis- 
sion From Mitchell] the new thor- 
oughfare would run slightly southwest 
on a direct line to Whitehall. 

The committee votéd to recommend 
an appropriation of $1,100 to employ 
an engineer to make the necessary 
surveys and plans. 

Widening and extension of this 
street would open up another cross- 
town artery by way of the Spring 
street viaduct. 

Engineers of the construction de- 
partment will draw the profile maps 
and make the cost estimates on Pied- 
mont avenue. Councilman J. R. Nut: 
ting, who offered the suggestion that 
this preliminary work be started, 
stated that he had talked with mem- 
bers of the Fulton county commission 
and they were keenly interested in 
secing a through artery developed 
east of Peachtree street. 

Belief was expressed at the meet- 
ing that the county would be willing 
to contribute the major cost of the 
improvement, if not all of it. Pied- 
mont avenue begins at Hunter street 
and exfends to the city limits. 

Taking another important step at 
its meeting, the committee voted 
unanimously instructing the construc- 
tion department to repair all the holes 
in the downtown pavements, employ- 
ing a night force, if necessary. This 
work will start immediately.

Washington, April 13—Another of 
the annual supply bills, the agricul- 
tural appropriation, was passed by the 
senate late today after it had reversed 
itself and restored the free seeds item 
for another year. The bill. carries 
approximately $37,250.000, or about a 
million and a half more than as 
passed by the house. 

A half a dozen amendments were 
offered by individua! senators which 
served to increase the amount of 
money set aside for the department of 
agricniture. Among. the principal 
changes made by the senate were in- 
creases of $500,000 to the million dol- 
lar appropriation for agricu'tural ex- 
tension work through farm agents; 
$525.000 to the $50,000 appropriation 
for the purchase of additional forest 
reserves in the Appalachian district, 
and $300,000 to the $200,000 fund for 
eradicatings the barberry bush, the 
wheat rust pest. 
000 was made to the appropriation of 
$175,000 for fighting the. white pine 
blister rust, and ¢20900 was ‘provid- 
ed for the extension of the leased wire 
market service into Texas, which ex- 
pects to use the service in connection 
with radio broadcasting, according to 
Senator Sheppard, of the state, who 
sought the increase. 

An attempt was made by Senator 
King, democrat,’ Utah, to add an 
amendment limiting farm bureau 
agents to the work of their depart- 
ments and preventing them from what 
was described as interference with out- 
side enterprises. After a verbal tilt 
with Senator McNary, of Oregon, in 
charge of the bil', who said that if 
such limitation was to be placed on 
government officia‘s it should be made 
to apply to senators and members of 
the house, Mr. Kirg withdrew the 
amendment.

US NVESTIONTOR 
URGES BETTER HOGS 


Declares Georgia Has Great 
Future as Hog-Grow- 
ing State. 


Moultrie; Ga., April 13.—(Special.) 
Georgia is destined to become a great 
hog producing state, in the opinion 
of J. W. Burke, special investigator 
for the federal bureau of markets, 
who made an address‘at the court- 
house here this afternoon. 

Mr. Burke said that there are ad- 
vantages here over the west. 

“Lands are cheaper,” he declared, 
“feed cheaper and more plentiful; it 
takes less expensive ousing, and 
two litters a year can be produced 
from one sow where the west gets 
only one litter. Three things are es- 
sential in the hog business: first, a 
good breed;. second, proper feed, and 
third, a good market.” 

Mr. Burke came to Georgia in con- 
nection with the proposed investiga- 
tion of the hog industry in the state, 
with particular reference to the spread 
in price between soft and hard hogs. 
The investigation is due ,largely to 
the activity of Senator Harris. 

Peanut Hogs Not Favored. 

Mr. Burke discussed soft and oily 
hogs and the discrepancy between the 
price of hogs here and the markets 
in the north and west. He declared 
that soft and oily meats are bad look- 
ing and are poor sellers. The con- 
sumer, he said, makes the price of 
meats, and, therefore; makes the price 
of hogs. He substantiated the asser- 
tion which has been made time after 
time by packers to the effect that pea- 
nut fattened hogs will not sell any- 
where’ at prices paid for hard hogs. 
He referred to the unsuccessful ef- 
forts to establish a superiority of 
flavor for peanut meats. 

Declaring that buyers “pay only 
what they have to” and that “none 
of us would do more than that,’ he 
advocated co-operative marketing. Mr. 
Burke referred to the co-operative 
marketing of hogs in the west. He 
advocated finding competitive mar- 
kets. so that hogs can be shipped 
when Georgia packers refuse to pay 
top prices. 

Grow a Standard Hog. 

He admitted, however, that this 
would be difficult until the quality 
of the hogs produced by Georgians 
improved. 

“The markets of the nations will be 
open to you if you grow a standard 
hog.” he declared. 

Hogs can be made to pay the mort- 
gages off of Georgia farms just as 
they have paid them off of western 
farms, he argued. But this can be 
done only by rizht methods, which he 
gave as: a well-bred hog, a hog fed 
in a way to fatten hard, and then in- 
sistence on the top price. 

Other experts who have been heard 
here on the live stock industry have 
disagreed with Mr. Burke on _ one 
point, that is the shipping of feeder 
pigs to the corn belt. It is argued 
that in so far as south Georgia and 
south Alabama are concerned, they 
ean be fed here as cheap as they can 
in the corn country and thé profit 
therefrom kept at home. His address 
was heard by a large number of per- 
sons interested in live stock develop- 
ments.

Williamson, Ga., April 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An unsuccessful attempt to 
rob the Williamson bank was made 
Wednesday night, officials of the insti- 
tution learned today shortly after 
opening.

SUPPLY OF LABOR 
ON FARMS GROWS 


MORE PLENTIFUL} 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON,

Washington, April 13.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Farm labor 
supply, relative to the demand for it 
by farmers, is continuing to increase, 
the United States department of agri- 
culture reports. The ratio of supply 
to demand Apri] 1 was 111.4 per cent. 
In April, 1921, the ratio of supply to 
demand was 108.8 per cent, and in 
1920 it was 68.8 per cent. Relative- 
ly, farm wage labor has offered its 
services in greater degree ‘since 1920 
than farmers have been willing or 
economically able to employ*and pay 
the current wage rates. 

Yet there is evidence this spring 
that employer and employee are get- 
ting nearer together. The supply of 
farm labor has now substantially 
reached its normal. proportions, where- 
as, in 1920 it was hardly three-fourths 
of a normal supply. On the other 
hand, farmers have increased their 
demand for labor from 87.5 per cent 
of a normal demand in 1921 to 89.3 
per cent in 1922. A diminishing farm 
wage rate has presumably made pos- 
— this movement of demand for 
abor. 


T.N.T. EXPLOSION 
SHOWERS ROCKS 


ON TOWN IN UTAH | 


Salt Lake City, Utah, April 13.— 
One and one-half tons of T. N. 'T. 
exploded today near Helper, Utah, 
and three hundred tons of rock fell 
upon the town. No fatalities were 
reported. The explosion occurred 
during blasting operations and dam- 
aged the business district heavily. 


A hail of stone smashed into the 
telephone exchange, destroying a clock 
between two operators, breaking an 
arm from the chair in which one sat 
and carrying away the connection 
table. One rock, weighing about five 
tons, buried itself six feet deep along- 
side the state road.

MANY ISSUES RISE. 


ON POLITICAL SKY 


Party Lines Broken as Op- 
posing Viewpoints En- 
ter as Factors in Many 
Election Fights. 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, April 13.—The forth- 
coming congressional campaign is get- 
ting all cluttered up with extraneous 
issues. As a result of recent pri- 
maries and the developments multiply- 
ing in anticipation of primaries soon 
to be held, it might seem that indi- 
vidual contests are going to be set- 
tled on the issue of light wines and 
beer, the bonus, the “big navy,” the 
league of nations or, as in the case 
of Texas, even on the Ku Klux Klan. 

Since there is wide division within 
both of the major parties on all of 
thes issues, it can be seen that the 
outcomes may be so localized as to 
prevent of any general judgment on 
which party won the fight. 

It appears now that there will be 
as many republicans as democrats, for 
example, running on beer and anti- 
beer tickets, about the same number 
of both for and against the bonus, 
both parties are divided on whether 
there should be a “big navy” or a 
“small navy,” and Senator Borah be- 
lieves there are as many republicans

Where Is Party? 

If a republican in one section of the 
country wins on any one of these 
issues and a democrat in another sec- 
tion wing on the same issue, what is 
the national party significance of the 
outcome ? 

Political leaders in both parties are 
worried.

Then came Cox and tossed the 
league of nations into the situation. 
This created consternation among anti- 
league democrats. W hereupon Sena- 
tor Borah pitched consternation into 
the republican camp by demanding a 
showdown on the league within that 
party at this year’s primaries.

Two 
outstanding figures in congress, Ira 
Copley and Clifford Ireland, both

republican primaries by candidates

IN POWDER BLAST 


Charleston, S. C., April 13.—J. Hill, | 
white foreman for the Columbia Sal- 
vage corporation, was blown to bits 
about 11:30 o'clock this morning by 
an explosion of 20,000 pounds of 
black powder in an ammunition sal- 
vage magazine near the ordnance de- 
pot, North Charlestou. More than 50 
boxears were damaged and trackage 
wrecked. It has not been determined 
what caused the blast.

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‘STORAGE BATTERY 
~ GARE DESCRIBED 


Automobile Battery Will 
Work in Radio, But Spe- 
cial Radio Batteries Are 
Preferable. 


A question that is asked very often 
by the newcomer in the game of radio 
is, “Will an automobile storage battery 
do for radio work?’ ‘The answer to 
this is “Yes,” but there are several 
other features of the case that may 
make a difference. The battery will 
do all right, but its life will not be as 
long, because the automobile battery 
is made up with very thin plates and 
thin separators in order to enable the 
hattery to give a very high rate of 
discharge for a short time. This, of 
course, is necessary when the battery 
is used for starting the automobile. 

In the automobile the battery is con- 
stantly being recharged and so it will 
hardly ever be left fully discharged 


the way a radio battery is. Thin plates) 


and separators are satisfactory for 
such service, but when the battery is 
allowed to stand discharged time after 
time the requirements call for heavy 
plates and separators. 

In radio work the discharge rate is 
very slow, and the heavy, thick plate 
gives a steady voltage, which is much 
to be desired in radio work. The thin 
plate battery may fluctuate consider- 
ably, with consequent change of signal 
strength. Each type of battery 3s 
built for a certain type of work, and 
while the automobile battery may 
used for radio work it will not prove 
economical or efficient. The battery 
i« not intended for this sort of service. 

Size of Battery. 

Storage batteries are rated in volts 
and ampere-hours. The radio battery 
should never exceed six volts as the 
vacuum tubes are built for this volt- 
age, and if an eight-volt battery 1s 
used the fubes will either burn out im- 
mediately or will be very short-lived. 
The ampere-hour rating means that 
‘he battery will deliver one ampere for 
1s many hours as stated. Thus a 
forty-ampere hour battery will deliver 
one ampere for forty hours. Naturally 
the higher the ampere-hour rating the 
longer the battery will go without re- 
charging. 


But there is another important fac- 


tor to be taken into consideration. The 
higher the rating of the battery the 
more it will weigh, and if the battery 
has to be taken out to be charged the 
user will find that it may take two 
men and an auto to get the battery to 
the charging station. A small sized 
battery of, say forty-ampere hour ca- 
pacity, may be used and in this case it 
may be good to have two batteries, so 
that when one is being charged the 
other may be used. These batteries 
only weigh about thirty pounds and 
may be easily transported by hand to 


/ the service station. 


The most efficient way to use the 
storage battery is to have a good rec- 
tifier at home and charge your own 
battery as it gets low. The rectifiers 
may be purchased for a reasonable 
sum and the amateur who owns one 
is indeed lucky. With the charger 
it simply means that a large capacity 
battery may be installed, because it 
won’t have to be moved, and about 
every third or fourth night the bat- 
tery may be left on charge all night. 
Thus it will be seen that there will 
never be a shut down of the radio set 
owing to the discharged condition of 
the battery. This is by far the best 
wav to use a battery, as it will be 
kept eharged up and in good condition. 

Testing The Battery 

Many of the so-called ‘radio’ stores 
that have sprung up recently are sell- 
ing storage batteries to the beginners. 
Usually these men have nota _ very 
extensive knowledge of electricity and 
they will haul out a battery for a 
prospective customer and with a 
heavy piece of wire, across the ter- 
minal, show the customer what a 
heavy spark the battery will give. 
This test means absolutely nothing 
and is about the worst punishment 
that a battery can possibly have. A 
battery that is almost entirely dis- 
charged will still show a good, healthy 
spark across the terminals. 

Another way not to test a storage 
battery is to use a volt meter, This 
little instrument is connected to the 
battery and the voltage is imme- 
diately registered. The heginner or 
the layman does not know that the 
same reading may be taken if the 
battery is fully charged or discharged. 
The volt meter is absolutely useless. 
An ammeter should never be used, as 


‘it will burn out at once. 


The only sure test for the storage 
battery is the hydrometer test. This 
instrument may be purchased for a 
very reasonable sum, and it consists 
of a glass tube with a rubber bulb at 
one end. Inside the glass tube is a 
small float. The end of the tube is 
placed into the liquid inside the bat- 
tery and the bulb pressed. This will 
exclude the air and, when the bulb is 
released, cause the liquid to flow up in- 
side the tube. The inside float will 
then rise with the liquid. The man 
who is doing the testing then looks at 
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the little float to see what the reading 
is. Upon close inspection it will be 
seen that the float is divided off into 
small divisions, ranging from 1,100 to 
1,300, If the battery is fully charged 
the hydrometer will read 1,100. 

The battery should not be allowed 
to stand when the reading shows 1,100. 
Overcharged Harmful. 

Sometimes the battery will show an 
overcharge. This condition is about 
as bad as the discharged condition, 
and readings should be taker fre- 
quently to see that the battery is in 
good condition. 

A storage battery is rather a deli- 
cate affair, even if it does weigh a 
lot, and care has to be taken to see 
that it does not deteriorate quickly. 
With good care a battery for radio 
work should last for several years. 
The liquid inside the battery is com- 
posed of sulphurie acid and distilled 
water. This is very dangerous to get 
on the clothes, as it will eat a hole 
in them very quickly. The best way 
to stop the acid should it get on the 
clothes is to apply ammonia to the 
spot immediately. This will counter- 
act the acid and make it harmless. 
Occasionally the liquid in the battery 
will get low. -In this case never add 
acid, but simply add enough pure dis- 
stilled water toe cover the plates.

The Alternating Current Generator.—By the mechanical rotation 
of armature coils in a magnetic field of constant strength, the gen- 
erator develops an alternating voltage and current.

nating current and voltage of the generator supply energy to the pri- 
mary winding of the power transformer.

Electromagnetic Induction.—Electromagnetic induction is a very 
important factor in radio work. By utilization of its principles, energy 
is exchanged between circuits which have no electrical connection. 

The Alternating Current Transformer.—The alternating current 
transformer utilizes the principles of magnetic induction, to transfer 
energy from one part of an alternating current circuit to another part. 
In general, it consists of a magnetic circuit common to two independent 
It has the property of transforming energy at low 
voltage to energy at high voltage and vice versa.

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CLERKS WE ALL KNOW 


What a comomn thing it is to find 
a clerk who does not know one thing 
about the specialty he sells except the 
stock he has on hand (if, indeed, he 
knows that). Here are two examples 
of the kind of thing I mean. 

We once went into a store to buy 
a canoe. We had been reading up 
on canoes and we knew what the 
various makers had to offer, and by 
dint of persistence we finally sold 
ourselves a canoe. I put it that way 
because that is what I mean. The 
salesman did not sell it to us. He 
did not know enough about the sub- 
ject to really sell anything. He sim- 
ply answered any questions we asked 
by monosyllables, and finally permit- 
ted us to buy a make whose good 
points we had gotten from advertising 
—and from advertising alone. 

Sold by Advertising. 

Had we not known the make we 
wanted and been already sold by 
the advertising, and been fortunate 
enough to find it in the store, we 
should certainly have left without 
buying. 

‘The other experience was in buying 
a watch. I wanted a wrist watch in 
silver, with radium dial and a non- 
breakable crystal. 
sonably small and of attractive ap- 
pearance. I wanted it of American 
make because I had been told if one 
bought a Swiss watch one could not 
get the parts when one wanted to fixx 
it. I tried two jewelry stores to 
get the parts when once wanted to fix 
one could they supply it or tell me 
where I could get it. When I men- 
tioned certain watches I had seen ex- 
tensively advertised, the clerks showed 
both ignorance and indifference. 

He Knew Something. 
In the third shop, a famous one 


I wanted it rea-| 


throughout the country for its devel- 
opment of real salesmanship in its 
personnel, the clerk sold me a watch. 
He had none of American make, and 
none with a radium dial, but he coun- 
tered my two objections by explaining 
that he could have a radium dial put 
on and that, as regarded parts, his 
shop kept a full line of parts of the 
foreign watches they sold and would 


guarantee to repair for a reasonable. 


price. As the shop has a perfect 
reputation for good faith I bought the 
watch and arranged to have the dial 
put on. That man knew something 
about his business besides the tray 
of watches in his show case. He 
knew what people were likely to ask 
for, he knew what watch makers were 
advertising. 
To Get Somewhere. 

It sems to me that if I had a shop 
of any kind I should supply my 
clerks with all the advertising and 
the catalogues of various makes of 
whatever specialty they handled and 
insist that they read them. Some- 
times it is possibde to order what the 
shop does not have and thus hold the 
customer’s trade and good will. Again, 


if a clerk understands the whole sit- 
uation he can answer objections. It 
also seems to me that if I were a 
clerk I should do this sort of thing 
on my own account. But maybe I 
wouldn’t. It is very easy to say 
what one would do if— 

But I know this. If I did, I should 
stand three times the chance of ad- 
vancement that I should if I didn’t.

FRUITS AND VEGETABLE

Washington, Apri! 13.—( By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Commercia) 
production of early Irish potatoes in 
Florida and the lower valley of Texas 
this year is forecast at 6,902 cars 
by the United States department of 
agriculture. This is an increase of 
more than 100 per cent over the quan- 
tity harvested in 1921, which was 
3.368 ears. 

Production of Bermuda onions is 
forecast at 6,821 cars of 530 crates 
exch, as compared with 5,820 cars in 
1921. The cantaloupe acreage in the 
early producing states is estimated at 
44.480 acres as compared with 34,- 
860 acres harvested in 1921. The 
Florida cucumber crop is placed at 
3.136.000 crates to be harvested from 
10,460 acres, as compared with a 


crop of 1,529,000 crates from 5,460 
acres in 1921. : 

Strawberry production in early pro- 
ducing states is estimated at 3,074 
cars as compared with 2,240 cars 
harvested last year. The average 
condition of the crop April 1 is 
placed at 90 per cent of normal, as 
compared with a seven-year April 1 
average of 87 per cent. The average 
condition of the cabbage crop April 
1 is placed at 78 per cent of normal 
as compared with a seven-year April 
1 average of 72 per cent. The condi- 
tion of. truck crops generally range 
from 68 per cent on cantaloupes to 
94 per cent on asparagus. 

The only estimated reduction in pro- 
duction is on lettuce. It is estimated 
that there will be 11,453 cars of this 
commodity as compared with 13,136 
cars last year. The April 1 crop 
report of condition of Florida and 
California fruits and vegetables shows 
an improvement in all commodities 
reported except pinearnples in Flori- 
da and lemons in California.

Essays Written 


Of Constitution 


Thursday, April 13, was the 179th 
anniversary of the birth of Thomas 
Jefferson, author of the declaration 
of independence and twice president 
of the United States, probably the 
greatest ditizen of America who has 
never had a day set aside as a legal 
holiday in honor of his birthday. 

Jefferson’s birthday anniversary 
was not observed officially in Atlanta, 
but in many schools of the state es 
says on the life of the great American 
statesman were written by pupils. Va- 
rious democratic party organizations 
throughout the country gave dinners 
in honor of the founder of the party. 

Although one of the leaders in the. 
American revolution, Thomas Jeffer- 
son is best known in history for his 
authorship of the declaration of inde- 
pendence, for his general writings on 
the republican form of government, 
for his simplicity and for his founda- 
tion of the University of Virginia. 

Jefferson was the principal framer 
of the first constitution of the United 
States and most of the principles he 


the chief principles of the government 
of the United States. 

Prior to the revolutionary war Jef- 
ferson served’in the Vieszinia bouse of 
burgesses. Later he served in the con- 
tinental congress, where he wrote the 
declaration of independence. After the 
war he served as a member of con- 
gress, secretary of state in Washing- 
ton’s cabinet, vice president and pres- 
ident. He served as president from 
1801 to 1809, and it was during his 
administration that the Louisiana pur- 
chase was made. 

Jefferson was born in Albemarle 
county, Va.. April 18, 1743, and died 
at Monticello in the same county in 
1826. He was the third president of 
the United States, being preceded by 
George Washington and John Adams.

Her 
delegates are suggesting that the al- 
lies at Genoa should issue a new dic- 
tum to Germany threatening penalties 
unless the latest demands of the rep- 
arations commission for new taxes in 
the amount of 60,000,000,000 paper 
marks and allied supervision of Ger- 
man finances are accepted by the 
Wirth government. 

Lloyd George, it is learned author- 
itatively, bas informally advised the 
French that if she desires to bring 
up the reparations question, she must 
do it on the floor of the conference, 
as a subject ranking equally with 
other topics on the agenda. He has 
let it be known that the British will 
not permit France to drag the sub- 
ject in through the back door. He is 
unalterably opposed to making a side- 
show out of reparations at Genoa, 
fearing that it would disrupt the pro- 
ceedings and spoil the chances of ef- 
fecting a complete reconciliation be- 
tween the allies and Germany.” 

Lloyd George Firm. 

Furthermore, Lloyd George con- 
tends, the reparatians controversy now 
raging fs solely between the allies 
and Germany and has no proper vlace 
in a general discussion of European 
economic restoration. 

The whole subject was excluded at 
the behest of France when the British 
wanted it taken up in a thorough way. 
so unless the French reconsider and 
agree to giving it a place on the regu- 
lar agenda,.it will not be discussed. 

This positive stand on the part of 
Lloyd George appears likely to check 
the French demand that the current 
reparations crisis be taken up and it 
is doubtful if they will try to bring 
it up here either through a special 
meeting of the supreme council or the 
allied finance ministers. 

Russians Spring Surprise. 

A big surprise was sprung in the 
session of the financial commission 
when the Russians presented a care- 
fully worked out document on the cost 
of armaments. ‘The French at once 
protested, but Sir Robert Horne, of 
Great Britain, chairman, intervened 
ruling that it was permissible to dis- 
cuss armaments in connection with 
budgets. 

He reminded the Russians, however, 
of Lloyd George’s warning that to 
try to crowd the disarmament discus- 
sion into the conference might break 
it up. 

Russia’s move came as a total sur- 
prise and is viewed as a further at- 
tempt to drive a wedge between Grent 
Britain and France.

To lure on these secret agents and to 
keep them actively at work the finan- 
cial inducement that he holds out is 
to have local trade unions subscribe 
to his monthly publication at the 
rate of 25 cents a copy, out of which 
these agents are to réceive 12 1-2 cents 
per copy. 

Sworn to Secrecy. 


A remarkable feature of this Chi-| 


cago secret league he has formed is 
that the principal requirement of men- 
bership is that everybody must sub- 
scribe to Foster's magazine. 


Members are sworn to secrecy and

DECLARED BEST 
FOR DEHYDRATING 


That Georgia peaches are superior 
to those grown in California for dehy- 
drating is the statement made in a let- 
ter received by H. H. Abbott, secre- 
tary of the Georgia association, Thrus- 
day. Recent scientific tests, says the 
communication, reveal the fact that 
the fruit grown in the state is not only 
of a better grade, but better adapted 
to the drying process. 

The communication makes inquiries 
as to suitable locations for dehydrat- 
ing plants in the state. These plants 
will require tons of raw fruit and veg- 
etables grown in Georgia. 

“Last fall,” it is said in the letter, 
“we had a dry fruit buyer examining 
peaches sent us from both Georgia and 
California in the fresh state. He 
picked out the Georgia sample as the 
best and declared that it was from 
California. This is not bouqueting 
your state, but the result of careful 
experiments with peaches and other 
products.”

European Russia alone is said 
to be potentially worth not less 
than $60,000,000,000; but, owing to 
the conditions that exist in Rus- 
sia and to her economic, commer- 
cial and diplomatic isolation from 
the rest of the world, her com- 
merce and. her buying power are 
nil; hence her enormous potential 
wealth is not available. 

Open up Russia, bring her soviet 
to a recognition of the ethics of 
international intercourse, thus 
enabling her people to again be- 
come producers and contributors 
to the wealth of the world, and it 
would go a long way toward the 
restoration of Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, the allies and all the rest 
of Europe, and toward wiping out 
the war indebtedness of those 
countries, including that which is 
owing to us. 

That is contemplated in the 
Genoa conference plan. 

It is a. good plan—equitable, 
honest and feasible. 

But, commendable as it is, the 
plan is not yet in effect, and it 
probably will not be as long as the 
United States stands stubbornly 
outside of the circle formed by 
those who are endeavoring to put 
Europe again on its feet. 

Russia has already indicated that 
it is not interested in the propo- 
sition submitted by the European) 
allies. 

The situation would probably be 
otherwise if the United States had 
a representative at the Genoa con- 
ference. Russia would be more 
amenable to the arguments of this 
country than it would be to those 
of any of the Huropean powers. 


The Washington correspondent 
of the New York Journal of Com- 
merce, a paper that is vigorously 
opposed to the bonus, reported a 
few days ago that “indications are 
that in the event the bonus Dill 
comes before. the senate at the 
present session of congress it will 
be adopted by an overwhelming

' |Is Outlined in Magazine

In last issue of The Old Bullion, a business magazine published by 
the employees of the Chemical National bank, of New York, an inter- 
esting article on Fuller E. Callaway, LaGrange, Ga., financier, is pub- 
lished. The article is written by Arthur Lutker, and he writes of 
Mr. Callaway as “‘one of the most popular southerners of today, and a 
keen business man.” The article follows: 

On the outskirts of LaGrange, Ga., lies a beautiful garden—a gar- 
den that pertains more to the imagination, yet is of actua] existence. 


There are wonderful trees and shrubs and flowers growing there, and ' 


adjoining the garden is a farm of many rolling acres. In place c: 
the old mansion there now stands in the center of the garden a palace 
of white stone. “Hills and Dales,” as the estate is called, is the show 
place of the state. It is the center of merrymaking and festivity, and 
is the broadest expression of the far-famed hcspitality of the south. 
This bit of paradise is as much an expression of its owner, Fuller E. 
Callaway, as are the mills and village that surround it. 

LaGrange and Callaway grew up together, and we may say that the 
one has been dependent on the other. It was only a little country 
town when Callaway, to whom the village seemed to be teeming with 
possibilities, first started to sell spools of thread to the citizens. 
He made the people see the possibilities, and today LaGrange is a hus- 
tling modern city. In the suburbs several thousand homes, each with 
a garden oi flowers, have been built, and house many people who work 
far Callaway. Within and surrounding LaGrange are all of the Calla- 
way enterprises—twenty-three different businesses. They include the 
Unity Cotton mills, the Unity Spinning mills, the Elm City Cotton 
mills, the Milstead Manufacturing Co., the Manchester Cotton mills, the 
Hillside Cotton mills, Valley Waste mills, LaGrange Insurance agency, 
LaGrange Development Co., the Electric ginnery, Callaway Develoy- 
ment Co., Callaway Department stores, interest in severa] banks and 
many other similar industries. In addition to these activities, Calla- 
way has built houses, churches, hotels, hospitals, schools, stores, a 
newspaper plant—in fact, everything that is necessary for an up-to 
date city. 
' “Callaway, you are a great philanthropist! Do you know that?” 

“Philanthropist—nothing!” said Callaway. It’s business.” 
According to Callaway, his employees stay at the mills because 
they are happy and busy making good wages. ~ “They stay longer 
because of the greenhouses,” he asserts. “Get a woman interested 
in plants, and she won’t let her husband leave a place where they will 
help her take care of them.” One thing is certain—they do stay. 
The labo* turnover in the Callaway mills is very slight. There were 
but two mills in LaGrange when Callaway started building them; today 
he has four—two others within a hundred miles. 

Callaway says the main reason for his success is that he liked 
what he was doing better than anything else in the world. There 
are many. subsidiary reasons, but this is the main one. That liking 
earried him forward. It gave him his first start. 

He was the fourteenth child of a Baptist clergyman, and there 
were three younger than he. In such a large family he had to take 
eare of himself a great deal, and before he was ten he was “tradin’ ” 
in real earnest. He would accumulate a few pennies, go to a store 
and invest in half a dozen spools of thread, and peddle these at a 
slightly higher price. When he was eighteen he decided he knew 
enough to go into business; then borrowed five hundred dollars and 
opened a five and ten. “That was the only kind of a store I could 
think of ‘hat would make good on five hundred dollars,” he said with 
a lazgh. “I reckoned I could pay cash and sell fom cash, and keep quite 
some goods on five hundred dollars in fives ana tens. He brought to 
that “five and ten” the enthusiasm he has brought to every other 
enterprise—the enthusiasm he deems the primary essential to suc- 


cess. 


End of First Year. 


The first year Callaway made six: 
teen hundred dollars in his five and 
ten cent store. He liked to buy and 
sell, and he soon began making pur- 
cases of goods in lots with the idea 
of developing into a wholesaler. As 
he gradually made a success in this 
line he sold out his stores. 

“One day I met a man on the street 
kho stopped me and seid, ‘Callaway, 1 
hear you made a million in cotton. 1 
eongratulate you.’ 

“*Weoll’ I said, it may be true that 
I made a million in cotton. But I 
want to tell you why I made it, It 
was because ny wife was willing and 
happy to live seventeen years on Cash 
street when we could afford to live on 
Mortgage avenue.’ 

“That statement is true. I called the 
little street we lived on ‘Cash street’ 
because no one would give credit to 
people who lived on it. And I called 
the big street around the corner, ‘Mort- 
gaze avenue,’ because that was what it 
represented mainly—mortgages. Even 
when we could live on Mortgage ave- 
nue without a mortgage, we decided to 
stuy on Cash streets and we stayed 
seventecn years. 

“The man who succeeds ulmost al- 
ways spends less than he makes. I’ve 
worked with men who wanted to save, 
but didn’t think it worth while because 
they could save so little. Two dollars 
a week didn’t interest them. 

“If you can’t save two dollars a 
week you can’t save anything,’ I told 
them. 


Get Bic-Headed. 


“Young men usually get big-headea 
at some time in their career. That 
isn’t wholly a bad thing. It shows their 
faith in themselves, and they are go- 
ing to need that faith, But sooner or 
later they will have to whittle that 
big head down. It is far easier to 
whittle down a big head than to en- 
large a middle-sized head. 'They’ve gov 
to whittle down to fit their jobs. 

“Don’t get the notion that I think a 
man ought to do everything. I don’t. 
I haven't opened a letter addressed to 
me in ten years. Letting off is as Im- 
portant for an executive as taking on. 
This is one of the hardest things an 
executive must do—reconcile himself 
to not knowing thoroughly every bit 
of his own business, because he has to 
let some things go. While you have 
to let someone else help you do your 
work, do the hardest thing yourself 
and delegate the rest. Back the man 
you give it to. Then don’t worry. 

“T never did believe worry helped 
work. Worry is a hindrance to work. 
The work that pays is joyful work. 
For twenty years I worked sixteen 
hours a day and loved every minute 
of it. I did my best work after sup- 
per. And three minutes after I hit 
the bed I was asleep. It doesn’t pay 
to worry over anything, even bad 
health. .The biggest man I know in 
the cotton business is a man who has 
one lung about gone and something the 
matter with the other But he is 
working, and his mills are working, 
and during years of illness he has 
learned to conserve his energy unt: 
he is likely to go on a good deal longer 
and more effectively than men wh¢ 
have never learned to take care of 
themselves.” 

Wears Flowers. 

We see Mr. Callaway always apply- 
ing his human touch. in personal and 
in business connections. Proud of his 
garden he always wears a flower in 
his button hole. He usually carries « 
cane. At all times he is reedy to tell 
a story and the most familiar one is 
the tale he tells when he has been 
called upon to speak at a convention or 
meeting of some kind. “Folks,” he'll 
say, (with his hand in his pocket 
finzering his silver), “I can’t start 
tay speech until I gec the coins in my 
pecket rolling in the right direction.” 
Yhen after a second’s pause he begins 
_'o talk and I ean safely say he is the 
most welcomed speaker in the south. 

Fuller E. Callaway’s liking for his 
«ork and persistent energy have mane 
wim a man ef suecess. He is very jo- 
vial, exceptionally witty. a wonderful 
stery teller, especial'y of southern 
tales, and a most cord‘al host. Visitors 
are astonished at the results of the 
welfare work in LaGrange, and many 
n conservative man’s enthusiasm has 
been aroused after a visit to the city 
and its mills, High efficiency in pro- 
duetion and satisfactory profits are 
combined with liberal wages, and a 
Welfare work that is ef the highest or- 
fer. Back of this great idea lies the 
vision and energy of one man.—Fuller 
E. Callaway.

New York, April 13.—Business on 
the stock exchange today passed the 
million share line for the tenth con- 
secutive full session, but failed by a 
liberal marging to reach the more im- 
pressive dimensions of recent days. 
Tomorrow's recess (Good Friday) 
prompted additional selling to insure 
profits. This tendency was most 
inanifest in the more representative 
sieels, equipments, motors and for- 
eign oils, the latter giving evidence 
of renewed liquidation. 

Domestic oils, notably the Stand- 
ard Oils of New Jersey and Califor- 
nia, were among the strongest issues, 
with Sinclair, Cosden, Pacific Asso- 
ciated and Tidewater. Extreme ad- 
vances in this division ranged from 
2 to 8 points. 

Rails were favored to a greater de- 
sree than at any previous session of 
the week. Gains of 1 to 2 points ae- 
companied the buying of 
Grangers, “4O0alers and trunk lines, ; 
but the common and preferred issues 
of Gulf, Mobile and Northern led 
that entire division with extreme 
gains of 4 and 6 points. 

Tobacco and food specialties, also 
textiles and leathers, notably ‘To- 
bacco Products, Loose-Wiles, Jewel 
Tea preferred, American Woolen, 
American Hide and Leather preferred, 
and the secondary automobile issues, 
particularly Pierce-Arrow common 
and preferred, made substantial con- 
tributions to the market’s construe- 
tive side. 

Again eliminating the coal strike, 
which threatened to become an ad- 
verse factor of increasing importance, 
the day’s general news was distinct- 
ly encouraging. Before the opening 
of the market cables announced the 
cut in the Bank of England discount 
rate to the lowest levels since July, 
1914. 

This evidence of international 
monetary ease was followed by fur- 
ther relaxation of rates at this center, 
Call loans opened at 4 per cent, that 
figure aprlying to renewals into next 
week. In private negotiations, how- 
ever, demand money was. obtainable 
at 3 3-4 and even 3 1-2 per cent on 
approvel collateral. 

Contrary to expectations, foreign 
exchanges were not perceptibly re- 
sponsive to the lower British bank 
rate. Sterling eased a fraction from 
yeaterday’s high quotations and few 
of the continental remittances showed 
more than nominal changes from the 
previous day. 


Bank of England 
Reduces Discount 


Rate to 4 Per Cent 


London, April 13.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Bank of England 
today reduced its discount rate to 
4 per cent. The .ast previous reduc- 


tion was on February 16, last, when 
the rate was dropped from 5 to 41-2 
per cent. 

The reduction, coming on the eve of 
the Easter holidays, was an entire 
surprise to the money market and 
financial interests. Business in Lom- 
bard street had begun this morning 
without the usual “subject to lower 
bank rate,” which is posted when 
there is a possibility of a reduction 
during the day, and the belief is ex- 
pressed that the action was prompted 
by the treasury, which has been rul- 
ing the money market for some time 
past. 

The reduction, however, was wel- 
comed as another step in the restora- 
tion of more normal] conditions, and 
the loosening of money for trade pur- 


poses.

Chicago, April 13.—Big export busi- 
ness helped bring about a sharp ad- 
vance today in the price of wheat.

European purchases of wheat today 
were estimated at 1,500,000 bushels, 
including 7,000,000 bushels of new 
wheat. The fact-tbat tomorrow would 
be a holiday with all grain exchanges, 
foreign and domestic remaining closed, 
was a further influence toward an 
upturn in the market, inasmuch 2s 
many speculators who had been on 
the selling side were apparently un- 
willing to take the risk of possibile 
surprise developments before Monday 
with only a brief time on Saturday 
for any needed protection obtainable 
through buying.

NEW YORK WEEKLY 
COTTON REVIEW 


New York, April 13.—The cotton 
market has been comparatively quiet 
with fluctuations correspondingly 
narrow and irregular during the last 
week. Local brokers have attributed 
the bulk of the small business in evi- 
dence to evening up of accounts for 
over the HKaster holidays, owing. to 
the uncertainties of weather  condi- 
tions and rather conflicting influ- 
ences in the general news. — 

Reports from the cotton goods mar- 
kets have showed no improvement, and 
the New England labor troubles con- 
tinue with curtailment increasing. 


According to estimates made in the 
trade here, the curtailment of mill 
operations as the result of the strike 
in terms of raw cotton amounts to 
about 60,000 bales, up to date. 

The report of. the census bureau, 
however, placed domestic consumption 
for the month of March at 518,450 
bales, against 458,218 last year, which 
was considered a very fair showing.and 
there also has been bullish comment 
on the larger exports. 

The news from Manchester has in- 
dicated the usual- pre-EKaster slacken- 
ing of trade, but the Liverpool mar- 
ket has held steady for the most part 
with private cables reporting a fair 
spot demand and spinnets calling. 

This, combined with a steady tone in 
foreign exchange rates, has encour- 
aged talk of export demand for raw 
cotton, but the sales offieially report- 
ed in the southern spot markets have 
been small. 

Meanwhile crop advices have shown 
some improvement in eastern belt con- 
ditions, but there have been complainta 
of too much rain and delays in west- 
ern belt farm work. 

The latter have been commented 
upon as likely to hold down early re- 
ceipts even though they might not pre- 
vent increased yields’ should later 
weather conditions prove favorable. 

Some further shipments of cotton 
have been reported from the local 
certificated stock, which now amounts 
to about 63.500 bales, but it is claim- 
ed that between 15,000 and 20,000 
bales are to be shipped here from the 
south for delivery next month, and 
there has been continued liquidation 
of May contracts. 

As a result the May premium over 
July has been reduced to about 36 
points, and the most general belief 
is that there is a still considerable 
interest outstanding.

2,000,000 fewer cotton spindles were 
operated during March than in Feb- 
Truary, the monthly cotton report of 
the census bureau, issued today, dis- 
closed. Of the increase for’ the 
month, 34,000 bales were consumed in 
cotton growing states, where  con- 
sumption was the largest of any 
month since the first quarter of 1917 
and amounted to 66 per cent of the 
total cotton used in the country dur- 
ing March. 7 

The large decrease in active spindles 
reflects conditions in the spinning 
mills of New England, in the opinion 
of officials here, who believe if con- 
ditions had been normal consumption 
there fot March would have shown 
consumption approaching record pro- 
portions.

the skin. 

If the skin is chapped, dry or 
wrinkled, a special cream made with 
vegetable oils should be used. This 
sort is most effective if used after the 
skin has been washed, preferably at
